Maybe  it  started  when  you  were  a  little  girl  and  impersonated  Sister  at  a  vocation 
rally.    You  are  the  second  little  girl  on  the  right. 


The  idea  of  a  vocation  developed  over  the  years,  and  your  family  went 
along  with  it,  both  figuratively  and  literally.  They  all  shared  the  joy  of 
your  entrance   day,   September   12th,   feast  of  the   Holy   Name   of  Mary. 


Here  you  met  a  new  family,  800  strong.  For  three  years  you  were  going  to  live  with 
about  eighty  young  neophytes  like  yourself. 


On  vocation  writing  Sunday,  you  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  write  to  your 
friends,  that  they  too  might  embrace  this  beautiful  way  of  life.  You  advised  them:  "All 
you  need  is  average  intelligence,  good  health,  and  a  desire  to  serve  Christ  in  a  special 
way.  The  steps  you  must  take  are:  Pray,  consult  your  confessor,  receive  the  sacraments 
frequently,  and  prepare  by  sacrifice  and  fidelity  to  duty."  You  emphasized  how  great  a 
privilege  it  was  to  live  in  the  household  of  the  Lord,  and  what  a  happy  atmosphere  pre- 
vailed at  St.  Michael's.  You  also  underlined  the  fact  that  postulants  were  gradually 
initiated  into  the  religious  life,  not  abruptly  plunged  into  it  as  in  the  other  Nun's  Story. 


As  a  novice,  for  two  years  you  were  grounded  in  many  things — development  of  the 
spiritual   life,   liturgical   music,   social  poise,   methods  in  teaching,   and   domestic  arts.

Some  of  your  group  had  gone  into  other  fields  and  had  the  joy  of  ministering  to 
the  physical  well-being  of  the  children  of  God.  This  was  at  Holy  Name  Hospital, 
Teaneck;  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  New  Bern,  North  Carolina.  Eight  other  hospitals  were 
served  by  your  Sisters  in  Christ. 


Others  were  eyes  to  the  blind,  inculcating  in  them  a  spiritual  vision  which  compensated 
for  the  earthly  light  denied  to  them. 


A  lucky  few  among  many  volunteers  were  chosen  to  work  for  Christ  in  far-away 
places — Bugo  and  Malaybalay  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 


Wherever  it  might  be,  you  served  Christ  with  joy  until  you  became  a  revered 
Golden  Jubilarian,  ready  to  give  an  account  of  your  stewardship.
